Claims 1-5, 12,13, 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Jodwischat 5,368,268 or Harnett 5,417,387. 

Jodwischat teaches a soap holder 1 0 comprising a cap structure having a flat 
rigid base of circular configuration 16,18 having openings best seen in figure 2 for the 
receipt of screws 34; sides 1 8 having teeth can be pressed into a bar of soap. 

Harnett teaches a soap holder 1 0 comprising a cap structure having a flat rigid 
base of rectangular configuration 14,20 and having openings best seen in Figure 2 at 
cross-section A-A. Sides or teeth 26 can be pressed into a bar of soap. 

Claims 6-9, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Jodwischat as amplified above. Notice the rounded teeth in Figure 1 that can be 
pressed into a bar of soap. 

Claims 10,11,16 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant argues that openings are not shown. The examiner disagrees and has 
more clearly pointed out in the above action where the openings are located. The 
examiner has more clearly set forth the elements relied upon in Jodwischat and Harnett.
